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Copyright Office Proposes Adoption  
of New Fee Schedule

For amended statements of account filed by cable and satellite 
systems and digital audio recording device (DART) importers/
manufacturers, the proposed fee would be reduced to $50; 
however, it is important to note that the Office intends to 
charge that amendment fee in a wider range of circumstances. 
For example, the Licensing Division does not always charge the 
amendment fee when our examination uncovers an error that 
requires the filing of an amended statement of account. Going 
forward, in these instances, the Division would regularly charge 
that amendment fee.

Additionally, while the fee for search reports will remain 
$200 per hour, the Office proposes an increase from the current 
1-hour minimum to a 2-hour minimum for each search request 
regarding Licensing Division documents.

The proposal for these fees is the result of an extensive cost 
study conducted by a private accounting and consulting firm, 
Booz Allen Hamilton. This study analyzed the Office’s costs and 
its current fee structure before providing an initial proposed fees 
schedule with the intention of recovering the Office’s costs and 
accounting for other policy goals, including the Copyright Office’s 
modernization efforts.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: In 1995, 
Congress enacted the Digital 
Performance in Sound Recordings Act, 
Public Law 104–39, which created an 
exclusive right, subject to certain 
limitations, for copyright owners of 
sound recordings to perform publicly 
those sound recordings by means of 
certain digital audio transmissions. 
Among the limitations on the 
performance right was the creation of a 
statutory license for nonexempt, 
noninteractive digital subscription 
transmissions. 17 U.S.C. 114(d). 

The scope of the section 114 statutory 
license was expanded in 1998 upon the 
passage of the Digital Millennium 
Copyright Act of 1998 (DMCA), Public 
Law 105–34, which allows public 
performance of a sound recording when 
made in accordance with the terms and 
rates of the statutory license, by a 
preexisting satellite digital audio radio 
service or as part of an eligible 
nonsubscription transmission. 17 U.S.C. 
114(d). 

The DMCA also created a statutory 
license for the making of an ‘‘ephemeral 
recording’’ of a sound recording by 
certain transmitting organizations. 17 
U.S.C. 112(e). This license, among other 
things, allows entities that transmit 
performances of sound recordings to 
business establishments to make an 
ephemeral recording of a sound 
recording for later transmission, 
pursuant to the limitations set forth in 
section 114(d)(1)(C)(iv). 

Chapter 8 of the Copyright Act 
requires the Copyright Royalty Judges 
(Judges) to conduct proceedings every 
five years to determine the royalty rates 
and terms for ‘‘the activities described 
in section 112(e)(1) relating to the 
limitation on exclusive rights specified 
by section 114(d)(1)(C)(iv).’’ 17 U.S.C. 
801(b)(1), 804(b)(2). Accordingly, the 
Judges published a notice commencing 
the current proceeding and requesting 
that interested parties submit petitions 
to participate. 82 FR 143 (Jan. 3, 2017). 

The Judges received Petitions to 
Participate from Mood Media

gear) or § 1917.50 (for other interbox 
connectors). Paragraph (i)(8)(v) requires 
employers to have a certificate available 
for inspection that attests that the 
interbox connector meets the strength 
criteria specified in paragraph (i)(8)(iv) 
of the standard. Also, paragraph 
(i)(8)(vi) requires that each interbox 
connector be clearly and durably 
marked with its safe working load for 
lifting, including an identifying number 
or mark that will enable it to be 
associated with its test certificate. 

The certification is necessary to 
ensure that interbox connector-corner 
casting assemblies have adequate 
strength to safely perform the lift. 
Marking of interbox connectors informs 
employers, workers, and OSHA that the 
interbox connectors have been certified. 

Paragraph (j)(2) of § 1917.71 requires 
the employer to develop, implement, 
and maintain a written plan for 
transporting vertically connected 
containers in the terminal. The transport 
plan helps ensure the safety of terminal 
workers and thereby enhances 
productivity. Paragraph (k)(2) of 
§ 1917.71 requires the written transport 
plan to identify a safe work zone within 
which workers are not permitted to be 
present when a VTL is in motion. 

Written plans give employers, 
workers, and OSHA compliance officers 
assurance that VTLs are safe to use and 
provide the compliance officers with an 
efficient means to assess employer 
compliance with the Standard. 

II. Special Issues for Comment 
OSHA has a particular interest in 

comments on the following issues: 
• Whether the proposed information 

collection requirements are necessary 
for the proper performance of the 
Agency’s functions to protect workers, 
including whether the information is 
useful; 

• The accuracy of OSHA’s estimate of 
the burden (time and costs) of the 
information collection requirements, 
including the validity of the 
methodology and assumptions used; 

• The quality, utility, and clarity of 
the information collected; and 

• Ways to minimize the burden on 
employers who must comply; for 
example, by using automated or other 
technological information collection 
and transmission techniques. 

III. Proposed Actions 
OSHA is proposing an adjustment 

decrease of the existing burden hour 
estimate for the collection of 
information requirement specified by 
the Standard from 560 hours to 512 
hours—a total decrease of 48 hours. 
Based on staff expertise with marine 

terminals, the Agency reduced the 
estimated number of marine terminals 
that use VTLs with updated 
establishment data from the North 
American Classification Information 
System (NACIS) retrieved from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics http://
www.regulations.gov.

In order to access SOA forms and filing instructions, operators  
will need to visit the Licensing Division section 111 webpage at 
https://www.copyright.gov/licensing/sec_111.html. 

The Licensing Division provides two options for submitting 
cable SOAs—electronically and by mail. We encourage all filers 
to utilize the electronic-submission option. On our website, you 
will find both the short- and long-form SOAs available in two 
file formats, Excel and fillable-PDF. The electronic, Excel form 
can be completed, signed with an electronic or “s-signature” 
(e.g., /s/ John Smith), and submitted only by email in its native 
Excel format to coplicsoa@copyright.gov as instructed on the 
section 111 webpage. The fillable-PDF form can also be used as 
an electronic-SOA, and filers have the option of signing with 
a handwritten signature or an electronic or “s-signature” and 
submitting the PDF form via the email above. 

If you want to submit the SOA by mail, you will need to 
download and print the fillable-PDF version, which must be 
signed by hand and mailed to the Division in accordance with the 
instructions on the form. If you are mailing your statement to 
the Division, you must include a legible copy of the statement of 
account with the original. 

Please, only submit your statements via one method. Do not 
submit statements both electronically and by mail.
